Narcissus the son of a river gud and a 
nymph, had made many nymph* un- 
happy by his wondrous beauty and 
haughty scorn, a principal victim being 
Echo, whom Juno, in punishment of 
too great loquacity, had condemned to 
speak only in the last words of an- | 
other. Through rejected love. Echo 
had pined away to a rock ard a sound. 
when Venus chastised Narcissus for 
Ills scorn of her posver. Weary with 
hunting, he was resting by a crystal 
spring, in which he beheld his own 
form and face. Not until he had fallen 
deeply in love with thel>eautifnl image 
lid he knmv that it wat but a shadow 
of himself."
